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YAMAHA 650: A Different Ocean but the Same Idea

The Yamaha XS-2 is an abnormal 
extension of Japanese technology. The 
extension, which was attempted by 
Kawasaki a few years back with limited 
success, is not one that would seem to 
be fitting to this age of multi-cylindered 
bikes. Yamaha has attempted it and by 
the number of 650 Yamahas rumbling 
around the streets of America, it’s 
obvious that their move is a success. 

What the engineers at Yamaha have 
done is created a facsimile of a British 
twin that not only turned mellow at age 
three instead of twenty but, in many 
respects, is more of what twins are 
supposed to be than its forerunners. 

Attempting to explain what a vertical 
twin is all about is a difficult thing to do, 
yet huge numbers of Yamaha 650, 
Triumph 650, BSA 650, Norton 750, 
Honda 450 and even 350 owners do 
know. All of these bikes are balanced 
motorcycles; moderation in all things. 
Only one, the Norton 750, rates as a 
superbike and still that’s not what the 
Norton is really about. The XS-2, more 
than anything else, is an extension of 


the 350 Honda. It is a clever move by 
Yamaha to build a bike that is aimed at 
the majority of the motorcycling public. 
In the large displacement class they have 
left themselves open to profits by 
creating a bike for which they can 
charge 50 percent more than a 350 
Honda. The tooling costs are not 50 
percent greater for a 650 than a 350, 
and the profit margin gets larger. The 
XS-2 will make bucks. 

The XS-2 is easy to find fault with. 
No one was very excited about testing it 
when it arrived. Everybody figured, 
“Yuck, a Limey bike without 
personality.” On the contrary, that’s 
what the XS-2 is about. It has 
personality, It’s mellow. It took British 
manufacturers decades to get to where 
the Yamaha 650 has gotten in three 
years, if they have gotten that far. 

The Yamaha 650 took 500 miles to 
settle into any kind of pace. Break in 
was slow and not necessarily pleasant. 
But by the time the odometer ticked 
around to 500 things had begun to 
settle, Vibration, which had at first been 





subdued. The engine began to idle 
consistently. Throttle response 
improved, and acceleration increased 
considerably. Getting through the 500 
miles wasn’t particularly pleasant, and it 
was difficult to resist reaching 
conclusions on the basis of the break in 
period. But it did get better and 
continued getting better throughout the 
test. With nearly 600 miles on the 
engine, it finally began to think about 
doing something above 6000 RPM other 


and things that detract, but will never 
provide the intimate feeling of the 
whole experience. However, maybe it 
will let you know what the pieces do 
and don’t do. 

The motor is an overhead camshaft 
vertical twin, with a bore/stroke ratio of 
75x74, resulting in 653cc. The engine 
does not have Yamaha’s new gimmick, 
the Omni-Phase Balancer (trademark). 
Oil for lubrication is carried wet sump 
style below the engine and none of it

than rattle one’s fillings. 

Magically, the 650 began to become 
fun to ride. As both bike „and rider 
became broken in, riding started to 
become fluid. Pulling away from stop 
lights produced a gentle but constant 
tug through the gears. Mountain roads 
rolled smoothly away with no 
impression of speed. All the things that 
the motorcycle could do came together 
into a flowing, soft and sensual journey, 
Itemizing the bike’s capabilities will 
elucidate things which make it what it is 
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ever found its way out through gaskets 
or exhaust pipes. 800 miles of testing 
brought no reduction in oil level. The 
only criticism about general 
serviceability of the engine concerns the 
difficulty in access to the intake valve 
adjustment. 

Feeding each cylinder is a Mikuni 
30mm constant velocity type 
carburetor. These seemed to work 
exceedingly well except when they 
didn’t. When they didn’t they 
responded fuzzily and actually caused 
the engine to falter under acceleration, 
at about 5,500 RPM. These were the 
major bugaboos of the powerplant and 
seemed to prohibit the twin from 
working the way it could have. One 
choke lever on the left carburetor 
assisted starting and provided 
enrichment for both cylinders through a 
venturi balance tube. 

Starting was easy, once you learned 
the trick. When cold it liked the little 
lever on the right handlebar pulled in all 
the way, then slowly backed out. When 
hot just a touch would do. (That little 
lever -is a combination compression 
release and electric starter engager.) 
Kick starting worked fine but for the 
fact that the XS-2 will kick back, 
catching the unwary off guard. 

All the not-particularly-awesome 
power, but considerable torque, is 
delivered unto the rear wheel through a 
five-speed transmission and a wet 


‘multi-plate clutch. Overall gearing is tall, 


but the torque put out by the twin 
makes getaways painless. There is a fair 
gap between first and second, then the 
other three speeds follow closely, The 
closeness of the ratios is nice because it 
allows one to accelerate through the 
gears in a constant surge, but to a racer 
it probably makes little difference. The 
engine just plain doesn’t care as long as 
it’s between 2,500 and 6,500 RPM. The 
only problem encountered with the 
transmission was an unwillingness to 
shift down more than once without the 
reengagement of the clutch. 

Vibration produced by the motor 
was subdued and kind of pulsed away, 
doing little more than remind you that 
you were moving. At idle the whole 
bike shook in the, “Boy I got a wild 
cam,” style. Over a long distance the 
vibration might become a little 
fatiguing. But contributing much more 
quickly to fatigue are the bars, firm seat 
and stiff rear suspension. The bars 
promote curvature of the spine, which is 
torture after one hundred miles. 
Combine your bent back with shocks 
that are translating too much bump for 
the handling they deliver and you have a 
pain in your back. Cruising at 70 MPH 
(4,300 RPM) brought about 40 MPG 
and with the 3.9 gallon tank, it was 
conceivable to stay in the saddle for 
about 140 miles. No one we found 
could do it, though. If I bought the bike 
(not unlikely) I would change the bars 
and the shocks, and the combination, I 
believe, would compensate for the firm 
seat. The changeover to decent 
accessory shocks would also take care of 
high speed oscillation problems, I am 
convinced, 

The -electrical 
functioned with typical Japanese 
efficiency, producing lots of light 
dependably. On the left handlebar was a 
switch box containing headlight on/off, 
dim switch, and turn indicators. Once 
during the test, in a moment of haste, 
my trusty left thumb mistook the 
on/off switch for the dim switch. 
Fortunately the consequences weren’t 
dire. Since the right handlebar has only 
the kill switch in the switch box, it 
might have been neat to put the on/off 
switch there. Instrument lighting was 
good and the instruments themselves 
were easy to read. There was one serious 
deficiency electrically. The brake light 
switches were not nearly sensitive 
enough. It took a near panic stop 
situation to bring any rise from the 


components

brake light. That has to be changed. 

Some acquaintances who do custom 
painting on bikes, were hot to do a 
number on the XS-2. 

“Let’s see, throw away the plastic 
side. covers with the chrome uglies, a 
nice midnight blue.” 

“Uh huh, get rid of the frilly stripes 
on the tank.” 

“Sure is a nice looking engine.” 

“No seams on the pipes either.” 

“Wretched welds.” 

“The turn signals are ugly.” 

“But I bet they work well and don’t 
blind you.” 

“Want us to fix it for you?” 

So, as you can see, the XS-2 is a 
natural for custom work, Look around 
you, lots of people think so, 

Handling of the bike hinged around 
one thing, the tires. Tires supplied are a 
Dunlop rib up front and a K 70 on the 
rear. Both are of Japanese issue and 
neither work very well, They made what 
seemed to be a basically nice handling 
bike scary. Riding was a constant 
guessing game over break-away. Unless 
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The warm glow of the instrument lights leads you down the road to new adventures. The lever 





ridden very, very smoothly or with a 
passenger, break-away always occurred 
before anything would ground. They 
didn’t give an impressive amount of 


warning but 
chance. 

A most disturbing situation occurred 
when cornering hard in first gear. If 
done carefully the bike could be leaned 
until the footrest touched but adhesion 
was borderline and getting the gas back 
on was really touchy, Because the 650 
has no rubber dampers in the rear hub 
(or clutch) there was a slight snap when 
rolling the throttle back on. This was 
enough to cause the rear end to “walk 
out” a foot or so. Scary. 

The rib up front did cause the bike 
to point well, It went just where you 
wanted it to go. lt ran amok in the 
freeway grooves slightly but the friction 
steering damper took care of most of it. 
That damper, incidentally, was 
mandatory for any aggressive riding as 
the bike seemed to be too quick 
without it, Ridden a hair below “fast” 
the XS-2 was confidence inspiring and 


would give a second 
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Not the best place to pick up, but....

responsive. It did just what it was told 
and if you didn't tell it, it would usually 
do the right thing in spite of you. 

If and when you got in over your 
head the brakes could save the day. 
The disc front brake on the XS-2 was 
the best brake I've ever used. It was 
powerful and sensitive and seemed to be 
reasonably light weight. 

Those are the component pieces of 
the XS-2 which don't add up to the 
whole. Listing them has caused me to 
question slightly why I liked it. But 
when I ride it home tonight PI 
remember, I'll be riding along on a bike 
that vibrates some, makes a little too 
much noise (but nice noise), isn’t too 
comfortable to sit on, and the guy on

the 750 seven cylinder can blow me off.

T.C. CHRISTEN

In 1962 T.C. Christenson got beaten 
badly at the drags by a 650 Norton. His 
mount at this time was a 650 BSA. The 
very next day he went into John 
Gregory’s Norton shop and purchased 
an’ Atlas. (John looms large in the 
Christenson legend.) That same bike 
that originally beat him soon became his 
property, too, Of course this came after 
the rematch between that rider and 
T.C., and, of course, T.C. just had to 
win. So started the long standing 
association with the Norton brand. 

The other bike was transformed into 
an all-out dragbike. In 1963 the first 
record fell to Christenson. This was an 
eighth mile record, and it was set at 
6.89 seconds at 101 MPH. This was an 
AHRA sanctioned event in the 
B/Modified class. 

For a period of three years after this 
Christenson went almost undefeated, In 
fact in 1964 T.C. went without a single 
loss. 

Three years for any one bike is a long 
life. But for this bike this was only the 
start. In 1967 the motor received some 
attention including the installation of 
a 750 motorcycle drag kit. 

At about this time time two major 
changes came about in Racing. The first 
was the introduction. of nitro-methane 
as a fuel. The second was related to the 
first in that fuel injection was deemed 
necessary to pass the great amounts of 
fuel that would be consumed. Still 
running the same bike with the same 
motor, T.C. was by then hitting the high 
10.80. With this in mind, figured out 
how he got the AHRA quarter mile 
record at 10.18 seconds. As John and 
T.C. will admit, the bike had never run 
within a half second of that time before. 

1969 was a big year for the now 
clossly tied pair. After a change in the 
injection from Phillips to Hilborn, low 


10's and high 9’s became common 
place. So did speeds up to 150 MPH. 
About this time they began to think 
about a double. In fact they even built 
one. After looking at other bikes, 
however, the finished bike was junked 
without even having a maiden voyage. 

The construction of these bikes was, 
it must be pointed out, greatly helped 
by the support of the people of Norton 
Villiers. John Gregory is the Wisconsin 
rep for Norton. 

The new bike, incorporating the 
forseen improvements, became a reality. 
It was the first really successful big 
double. It took the team to win at the 
Atco, New Jersey Nationals with a time 
9.50 at 157.961. 

The team didn’t stop there but went 
on to build another better and quicker 
bike. This one came off the trailer at 
Union Grove in ‘71 and qualified with 2 
9.80-161plus. The first round saw one 
of T.C.’s worst moments. The bike was 
staged in oil. A little way out the rider 
and bike almost went to the great pits in 
the sky. ; : 

In the next two years, with the 
addition of a slider clutch 9.20’s became 
reality. Christenson was the first one to 
try a slider clutch. As John said, “You 
can dial in any type of bite you want, 
from super smoke to no smoke and 
quick times.” 

For a while the team filled the 
runnerup position. The super quick 
Larry Welch was on top. As T.C. said 
“To beat Larry it took at least a 9.00”. 

Lately the bike has seen some major 
improvements that have made T.C. 
Christenson the quickest. One was a 
new bike. The old bike is still around 
and even still ridden. Many racers have a 
backup bike. The fact is that neither of 
T.C.’s two bikes is a backup bike. 

This new bike had, among other 
improvements, an almost automatic two

speed transmission. The thing handles 
well and has carried the front wheel for 
most of the strip on many occasions. 
Sure, most trials or MX riders could do 
the same any day. But let's see you do it 
with a 300 horsepower and two big 
heavy motors. 

That brings us up to the present and 
the Supernationals at Ontario. 
Christenson completely smashed all 
comers with an unborken string of eight 
second passes. To really put on the 
iceing, a semi-final run against Dave

The sound test conducted at 1973 AMA 

professional events will be as follows: 

1, Generally as stated in the reprint 
from the AMA News, titled 
“Recommended Noise Testing 
Method.” 

Machines will be tested standing still 
with gearbox in neutral. 

The sound test will be conducted at 
5000 engine RPM’s for 250cc 
machines and 4500 engine RPM’s 
for 360cc machines, 

The sound pick-up (microphone) for 
the sound meter will be placed at a 
distance of 50 feet (15.2 meters) 
and at a 90 degree right angle to the 
rear of the machine. (90 degrees 
from the rear to front center line of 
the machine.) $ 

The meter whould be held or placed 
at a height of 4 feet (1.2 meters) 
from the ground and at an angle of 
2 degrees above horizontal. 

The test should be conducted on a 
dirt surface with no buildings, trees 
or other reflective surfaces in the 
immediate area, (As near as is 
practicable. 

If the machine has no tachometer, 
the testing crew may use a counter

which attaches to the electrical 
system. If no such device is 
.Available, the engine speed should be 
estimated at two-thirds maximum 
revolutions. 

8. Once the test has commenced, the 
immediate area should remain 
constant. (i.e. the number of 

‘persons and the number of 
motorcycles, cars, etc. present in the 
immediate area.) 

9. Once the test for a specific meet has 
commenced, -all testing will be 
conducted by the same person(s). 
All test results will be logged by the

10. Once the test results are logged, a 
seal, mark, or inspection sticker 
should be placed on the machine to 
show that it has passed the test. 

11.The type of muffler or silenced 
system should be noted in the log 
for purposes of identification. The 
exhaust system of the machine 
should be marked for identification 
by the use of paint, seals or marks, 
etc. 

12. If muffler or attached silencer is the 
type which can be removed from 
exhaust pipe, it then must be 
bolted, pinned or safety wired.

ORLANDO, FLA., Jan. 28, 1973 — 
Liquid sunshine poured down upon the 
Orlando Sports Stadium for the opening 
race of the 1973 Florida Winter-AMA 
Series. Wonder boy Marty Tripes, riding 
his first major AMA race for CZ, 
sloshed, splattered, splashed and plowed 
his way to the overall win in the Open 
Expert class. The 250 NOVICE class 
saw local hero John Joyner do pretty 
much the same with his Suzuki against a 
large contingency of out of state riders. 


OPEN EXPERT 

With tornados touching down in the 
Orlando area and an all day rainstorm 
which saw most of the 8/10-mile course 
under water, Mike Hartwig (Hus) took 
an early lead in the first moto and held 
it all the way to the finish, The motos 
themselves hac been shortened to 
fifteen minutes due to the bad weather 
and only a few hundred brave spectators 
dared to come out to watch what was 
pretty much a boat race.

them were still around to take the 
checkered flag at the end of the final 
moto. Three qualifying motos were set 
up at the beginning of the program to 
try to thin them out a little. Only 
fifteen riders out of the fifty some 
riders per moto would make the two 
money-paying feature motos. Of the 
forty-five riders who were to ride in the 
two feature motos, the wet weather 
had them thinned down to twelve, 


SUMMARY 

For a professional series, the Florida 
Winter-AMA Series may prove to be 
disappointing in one respect: it only 
pays to tenth place per moto and then 
overall, as well. Except for Daytona, the 
Novice purse at each race will be $800 
with $1600 for the Experts. With each 


rider paying $8 in entrance fees, it is 
apparent that the Novice riders can’t 
even win back what they pay out in 
entry fees. Riders like California’s Tom 
Rapp who are contesting the Series 
from out of state couldn’t even make 
expenses if they won consistently. 

From the spectator’s viewpoint, the 
racing is better than ever with all the 
factory teams contesting the Expert 
class. The Honda Team with Gary and 
DeWayne Jones weren’t at Orlando but 
should be at the remaining races. The 
racing in the Expert class is good, but 
the Novice class much more so due to 
the large number of top riders turning 


out. Orlando was just too wet to see any’ 


real racing because too many riders 
suffered bike problems.

The AMA has instituted three new 
racing circuits: Atlantic Coast Region; 
Midwest Region and Pacific Coast. 

Regional Championship races have 
been granted to selected promoters with 
a minimum purse of $3,000. A complete 
listing of these races will be shown on a 
map in the February issue of “AMA 
News”, and in every issue of “AMA 
News” these Regional Championship 


“events will be listed in the sanction 


schedule section. 

Entries for these events will be mailed 
60 days prior to the event to riders in 
that specific region. Entries close 21 
days prior to the event and note, all 
entries are returned to the promoter 
listed on the entry blank, not the AMA 
office in Westerville. There is a $10 
pre-entry fee which includes $4 for rider 
insurance and $6 to the rider point 
fund. Note that there is a special point 
fund for Regional Championships, one 
each for Novice, Junior and Expert. At 
the conclusion of the regional circuit 
the champion of each class in each 
region will be declared and the top ten 
riders in each class will share in their 
class point fund. 

Riders not submitting entries 21 days 
prior may enter the day of the event 
and pay their $10 entry fee, but will

receive no Regional Championship 
points. Regional points are similar to 
Grand National points, 150 — Ist, 120 
— 2nd, 100 — 3rd, etc. Riders point 
accumulation for each calendar year 
must be at least 2/3 in his home region. 
He may carry 1/3 of his points from 
another region, not being his own 
region. Points will be accumulated on 
these events being run during the 10 
months of the year, January Ist through 
October 31st. This allows point 
accumulation to be published and 
awards made. These points will be 
published quarterly in “AMA News”. 

All three classes will declare a 
Regional Champion, based on points 
won. Appropriate awards will be made 
to the top Expert, Junior and Novice 
rider of each region, to be awarded at a 
banquet in each region. 

Results will be forwarded to the 


national office and points will be 
maintained at the AMA office in 
Westerville. 


The regional point standings will be 
published quarterly in “AMA News” 
and also.on various news releases. If you 
have any questions concerning the 
institution of these three new circuits, 
please contact your district or regional 
referee, or W. A. Boyce, Professional 
Competition Manager.

The 1973 Trask Mountain Trial has 
been granted an International Sanction 
by the Federation Internationale 
Motocycliste and the American 
Motorcycle Association, to conform 
with the event’s new status as a round 
of the North American Reliability Trials 
Championship. This new series will 
consist of events in Canada, the United 
States, and Mexico. To date, Trask 
Mountain is the only Championship 
round in the western United States, but 
hopefully, our southern neighbors. will 
revive the Silver State Three Days. 

The event will continue as a 
qualifying round for entry in the 
International Six Days Trial. Although 
the Trask’ Mountain Trial was the 
original qualifying event back in 1971, 
the number of such events has grown 
with the AMA’s interest in the ISDT, 





and now there are several more 
throughout the country. With Trask 
Mountain and the Bad Rock held on 
adjoining weekends in May, the Pacific 
Northwest has a monopoly unequalled 
by any other section of the country. 
This may or may not be a good thing, 
depending on one’s viewpoint. 

Total course length at Trask will be 
longer this year, with mileage each day 
in excess of 175 miles. With a reduction 
of paved sections, longer total mileage, 
and damper weather due to the earlier 
dates, the 1973 Trask Mountain 
promises to be more than a scenic ride 
through Oregon’s Coast Range timber 
country.

Works Husky rider Billy Clements 
continues to experience his 500cc woes, 
and new Maico pilot Rex Staten is 
reaping the benefit in cash. 

Last week, Billy seemed in good 
shape for the 500 Expert win when his 
engine soured. Marty Tripes went on to 
win it, but Staten clung on for a strong, 
close second overall. Today, Rex won 
his first showdown with Billy, but in the 
tie-breaking finale, Clements held a 
comanding lead which would have given 
him the win. 

Suddenly, the primary sprocket came 
undone and so did Billy. After tossing a 
few large size pebbles at his machine, he 
picked it up and pushed back to the 
pits, watching all the while as Rex 
Staten ran away to the win. Billy 
finished fifth overall, behind Bill Booth 
(Mai), Joe Root (Bul), and Tom Claire 
(CZ). 

The battle for the top point slot was 
identical for both the 125 and 250 
Experts, In each class, the first mote 
winner hung on for the overall title 
despite having moto one’s third place 
finishers winning the finale. 

Charlie Bower led the race of the 
Pentons in the 125 initial round, only to 
fall back to second in the next. His 
Mettco teammate, Danny LaPorte, won. 
Marty Smith (MNK), appeared to be the 
strongest contender after his first round 
second, but he had his troubles in the 
next and fell to 14th and fifth overall. 
Overall, behind Bower and Laporte were 
Eddie Cole (Pen) and Jim Hale (Pen). 

In the first 250 moto, Mid-Valley’s 
Greg Robertson (CZ) plopped himself 
into first place and held it over Bryar 
Holcomb, now riding Bultaco, Billie 
Clements and Tommy Croft (Mai).

Mike Greene (Pen) and Greg Lersch 
(Pen) swapped wins and places in the 
final pair of 125 Jr. motos, but round 
one told the story: Lersch won with 
Mike eighth. 

The story was identical in the 250 Jr. 
II: Ron Haase and Dennie Froehlich, 
both Yamaha-mounted, took turns 
winning the final two rounds, but Ron 
won moto one while Dennis dipped to 
twelfth. 

After the races, CMC heads Stu 
Peters and Kelvin Franks went down to 
the Shadow Glen course and left very 
impressed. It seems the International 
course may be dropped next month for 
the smaller, tighter, shadier SG area. 

Other CMC notes: Night racing 
begins Friday, Feb. 16, at Irwindale 
Raceway. All the incidentals (like $5 
post entry) will be the same as last year. 
A guaranteed purse for the pros is also 
offered. For the first time, however, 
night racing will have points going to 
the season CMC high point honors. 
Instead of the full points, though, the 
CMC has decided to go to a halt-point

Shawn Moran dominated the only 
class of minibikes today. It was the 1-3 
hp class. We also had two beginners in 
this class. The two new little 
mini-crossers were Robert Smith and 
Devin Sloane. For just beginning they 
did all right. Robert picked up the 
overall win. The minibikes really seem 
to be fading out. Hope the see more out 
there in races to come. 

The Stock classes are the classes that 
are really increasing in size. Today we 
had three large classes. And the first 
class was the 10 years and under age 
grouping. Brian Strong made a clean 
sweep of this class. But “Get it on” 
Shawn Moran and Bobby Nelson never 
let him forget they were back there. 

The first class of 11 years and over 
Stockers was clean swept by the other 
half of the famous Moran Brother racing 
team; Kelly Moran. Kelly really had to 
hold off a rider who has really improved 
in his short racing career, namely Terry 
Woolwine. Kelly and Terry really had a 
close tight battle going on, Kelly pulled 
out first and Terry second, Mike Prunty 
had a good day with his 4-3-2 finishes

In 11 years and over modified racers 
we saw David Graham keep his throttle 
on to hold off John Irwin who was only 
one slim point behind. 

The last class of 11 years and over 
modified racers was dominated by 
Lance Sloane. Picking up second 
position was a friend we haven’t seen 
riding with us-for ages namely John 
Pennala. ; 

The Open 76-120 class was about the 
closest race of the day as far as finishing 
points were concerned. “The Flying’ 
Newhall Buzzsaw” had his Allied Cycles

If American professional motocross 
had a “Rookie of the Year” as do 
professional football and baseball, the 
1972 title would rightfully belong to 
Jim Pomeroy. “Jim who?”, most people 
say; even those familiar with the sport. 
Probably no other single reaction 
bothers the young rider from Yakima, 
Washington as much as that one. 

For a rider who beat a lot of the top 
European racers during the TransAMA, 
Jim Pomeroy still remains in relative 
obscurity. He is virtually anonymous at 
too many national and international 
motocross meetings; particularly for a 
rider who finished fourth American in 
the 1972 TransAMA in his first year of 
professional racing. He ranked after 
Lackey, Weinert and Gary Jones in 
points accumulated and, at different 
times, beat all save Lackey. either 
outright or by finishing when the other 
didn’t. Most spectators had no idea who 
the guy on the Pursang was. 

JIM POMEROY, MX RACER 

1972 marked Jim’s third year in 
racing of any kind. In 1971, he was 
American Northwest Champion and 
Canadian Northwest Champion. Jeff 
Saxton of University Honda in Seattle, 
Washington helped Jim get started in 
motocross and then talked Bultaco into 
providing a bike and spares for Jim’s 
initial efforts in pro motocross early last 
year. He pushed the young local to try 
the big time and was instrumental in 
bringing Jim and Bultaco American 
together. 





thwest knew who the fast guy on the Pursang was. 









Pomeroy went on surprising the 
sometimes snobbish California hard-core 
of MXers with some moto-winning 
performances during last summer’s 
United States Cup Series. But that could 
have been a fluke. How would he do 
against the European Grand Prix riders 
and world champs in the InterAMA and 
TransAMA? It was quite a gamble for 
Bultaco and a lot of commitment from 
Jim Pomeroy. After all, it was his first 
year in the very tough business of 
professional motocross. But he was 
young (19) and eager (went fast). 


SUCCESS AND DEFEAT 

Jim’s life is so wrapped up in the 
“right now” that he measures both his 
greatest failures and greatest successes, 
within the framework of last year’s 
TransAMA series. 

The highs and lows of his 20 years 
seem to be focused on his first year of 
professional racing. Failure, for Jim, was 
to have so many petty mechanical 
problems, like wheels de-spoking 
themselves on his Pursang, during the 
early TransAMA rounds with the result: 
poor showing. Success was to do well 
toward the end of the series and he 
counts his fourth American standing 
very high and very seriously. 

Honor, for Jim, was to race on the 
American motocross team at the 
Motocross des Nations in the 
Netherlands. Frustration was to be 
riding well only to wrap his Bul around 
one of the trees that lined the woodsy 
course. 

His emotions are very 
straightforward and not very complex. 
He gets angry when others don’t know 
or respond to his accomplishments but 
it is not an ego trip. He seems rightfully 
indignant that people should be so 
ignorant of what has been going on 
around them. He is not a subtle person 
but is overwhelmingly straightforward 
and honest. Jim bubbles over with 
confidence but seems to know what he 
has to do to be really good. You see, he 
would like to be Number One in 
American motocross. That comes across 
as his goal — beating his friend, Brad 
Lackey. 

Jim Pomeroy’s entire manner is 
unsophisticated and winning. He 
remains close to the traditional pioneer 
spirit in his attitudes and speaks warmly 
of the vastness and feeling of Northwest 
America that makes the fewer people 
that much closer. 

“The further you get out in the 
woods, the friendlier the people are. I 
guess it’s because they depend on each 
other more. The people up in Canada 
were so nice I couldn’t even hardly 
believe it.” 

“T couldn’t even hardly believe it,” is 
a phrase he uses a lot. It reflects the fact 
that, along with the confidence, Jim 
Pomeroy is basically a very shy, modest 


guy. 





It's hard to get him to sit still for a 
picture. He is frankly embarrassed by 
the usual low-level teasing by other 
racers around the pits and actually 
blushes if anybody refers to him by his 
nickname when he was a little kid: 
“Bimbo”. Admittedly it does sound 
more like a circus elephant than an 
international motocross racer. But his 
“Aw, come on, you guys,” is very real 
Pomeroy. Bimbo, indeed! 

IN THE BEGINNING 

His father didn't want him to race. 
Even though the elder Pomeroy has a 
motorcycle shop in Yakima, 
Washington, he did not particularly 
encourage his son to go dirt racing. 
Instead, he pointed out to him how 
expensive it was to race and to travel to 
different tracks. Of course, he 
mentioned the expense of getting hurt 
and the low promise of any reward, 

But when Jim despite parental 
advice, did go racing, his father bought 
him his first trophy. It was the last 
trophy anybody had to buy for Jim 
Pomeroy. He won the rest of his brass 
collection. He was so jazzed at getting 
that first trophy that he went out and 
started winning more of them. “Wow, a 
trophy! I couldn’t even hardly believe 
it. It was really neat.” 

And he isn't putting you on. Jim is a 
genuine American primitive. His natural 
honesty and very real naivete make him 
a very refreshing guy to be around. The 
world holds great promise in his eyes 
and the biggest threat in his life is the 
threat of losing. 

In high school, his main fun was trail 
riding up in the mountains, through the 
woods. The family went camping in the 
Washington wilderness and Jim went 
along. He still likes camping out and the 
outdoors in general. 

TOMORROW 

Jim campaigned the developing 400 
Bultaco Pursang with fair success in the 
final rounds of the 1972 TransAMA. At 
least, he did well enough for Bultaco to 
bring him to Spain for more research 
and development riding at the Barcelona 
factory. He is in Europe even as you are 
reading this. He bought a phrase book 
and kept promising that he was going to 
learn the language as soon as possible. 
Whether Spanish or French wasn’t 
exactly clear!

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PART V: PUTTING IT ALL TOGETHER 


THE THEORY 


— FOR CAFE ROAD RACERS 
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by. Lane Campbell 


So far I've introduced you to some 
of the theories about tires, about racing 
line in corners and about machine 
factors such as weight transfer and 
frame stiffness, all of them separately. 
Now it's time to try to draw it all 
together, combining some of these 
theories to modify the first simple ideas 
about line, tire behaviour and cornering 
performance. To begin remember back 
in Part II how much difference your 
exit speed made in your ET down the 
next straight? There's a lot to this idea, 
so most racers realize the earlier they 
can safely get on the throttle in any 
corner, the faster they'll be for the 
whole course. With this in mind we go 
back to that first simple corner out of 
Part I and show what really happens as a 
seasoned rider attacks the problem. 

The whole picture is in Fig. 1; let’s 
attack it piece by piece. Coming off a 
straight into a corner the first thing the 
rider settles in his mind is the shut off 
point: The spot where he’s got to get 
off the throttle and onto the brakes. 
The length of this heavy braking phase 
depends on how much speed the rider 
needs to take off, the difference 
between terminal speed on the straight 
(determined by exit speed from the 
previous corner--see how it all tends to 
feed back) and the slowest speed in the 
coming turn. The later he can delay that 
shutoff point without running out of 
road at the entry to the corner, the 
faster he’ll be. One way to delay it is to 
extend the braking right into the 
approach curve. This ain’t easy because 
there’s a tremendous lot of braking 
power and weight transfer to be had in 
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70 








the contemporary road bike. The 
CB350 Honda has been tested at 1.04 g 
in braking and a well prepared road 
racer will do better still. Nor is 100 per 
cent weight transfer out of the question. 
I had a friend with a SonicWeld framed 
Honda 450 using a Ceriani four leading 
shoe brake. More than once I've seen 
him braking off the 120 mph straight at 
Fernandina with daylight under the rear 
wheel. Needless to say with this kind of 
ferocious braking power on tap it takes 
a cool head and a feather touch to 
manage it. 

So to extend braking into the 
approach curve you have to ease off on 
the brakes to something the tires will 
handle at the same time they’re required 
to develop side thrust. That’s where the 
force resolution diagram I used back in 
Part II comes into play. Our traction 
limit, remember, for a friction coefficient 
of one is a force equal to the weight 
bearing on the tire. We’ll number that 
limit one. In Fig. 2 I've drawn a graph 
with two axes, each numbered from 
zero to one. If we take this to represent 
the whole motorcycle it will corner at 
one g with no braking or will brake at 
one g straight up. Between these 
extremes lie any number of 
combinations of cornering and braking 
force. The line in the graph represents 
the max allowable for any pair of 
forces. For instance cornering at 0.75 g 
the rider can pull just 0.5 g in braking 
without coming off. 

So keep this in your mind as we look 
again at our rider’s line through the 
turn in Fig. 1. He’ll hold his braking to 
the last minute, then brake 100 per cent 
(a full one g) until he comes to the 
point where he’s got to start cranking 


the bike over. At this point he eases off 
on the brakes. If he chooses a safe!0.75 g 
approach curve he can pull up to 1/2 g 
(see Fig. 2) without losing it. This of 
course is balanced braking--the 
coordinated feather touch--because if he 
locks either wheel in this phase it’s 
instant disaster. If he’s done everything 
right and aimed for the right spot he’ll 
enter the approach curve from straight 
up, brakes full on, at 58 ft./sec. (40 
mph) and fully release the brakes 70 ft. 
down road, cranked over at 0.75 g 
cornering, on a 66’ radius at 40 ft./sec. 
(27 mph). Note the tightening arc of his 
line in the braking phase. At 0.75 g 
constant lateral acceleration as he takes 
off speed he can automatically tighten 
his line. This leads to a smooth, “inward 
spiral” type of approach curve which is 
at its tightest at the end. There’s a short 
coast as he gradually rolls on the 
throttle; this takes about a half second 
and a further 20’ of road. 

Then his acceleration phase can begin 
in earnest and he’s got a good line. He’s 
managed to get on the throttle well 
before his apex. It’s a late apex, chosen 
to suit this kind of line through a simple 
corner. For acceleration I’ve chosen 3/8 
g (about 12 ft./sec. per sec.) as a typical 
capability for-a 250. Checking back 
with Fig. 2 this would seem well within 
the combined limit for 0.75 g cornering. 
It’s not. You don’t dig it? Here’s why. 
The chart applies to the whole 
motorcycle; acceleration thrust is 
applied ONLY at the rear wheel. So 
what is true for braking (done with both 
wheels in a coordinated manner) is not 
true for acceleration--not without some 
finagling. 

Let’s fimagle. Three-eighths g on a

straight and can straighten up fully. 












420 Ib. man/machine (our example 250 
from Part IV) represents 157 lb. 
required rear wheel thrust. If we apply 
Fig. 2 to the rear wheel alone the 
numbers now will read as fractions of 
the tire’s total capability. Fora friction 
coefficient of one, then, we’re talking 
about fractions of the ‘tire load. Even 
with good weight transfer our example 
250 won’t do it. At 3/8 g acceleration 
weight transfer raises the rear wheel 
loading to 273 lb. Half that is 136 1/2 
Ib. which is not enough thrust to yield 
3/8 g. There are two ways around this 
impasse in numbers. 

Our rider could straighten it up, so 
by pulling less g’s laterally, he could use 
more thrust. For a 157 lb. thrust out of 
a 273 lb. wheel loading the magic 
number is 0.57 and that corresponds to 
0.7 g cornering. The second play would 
be to hunker back on the bike, shifting 
the CG rearward. This would increase 
the rear wheel loading enough to allow 
the necessary thrust at 0.75 g. This last 
play is something many of you guys 
may already be doing subconsciously. 
Think sometimes, powering out of a 
corner, be aware and see if you’re not 
automatically shifting your weight to 
the rear as you roll onto the throttle. 

We'll picture our rider in Fig. 1 doing 
likewise and as he speeds up, of course 
his line will open out from 66’ radius, 
27 mph at the beginning. Ninety-five 
feet down road and 1.84 sec. later his 
radius will be 162’, his speed 62 ft./sec. 
(42 mph) and he'll be about to 
straighten it up and really charge the 
next straight. His total ET from the 
time he began to lay the bike into the 
turn to this point where he can 
straighten up is 3.3 sec. By contrast a 
simple constant radius line would have 
yielded 4.01 sec. and 33 mph exit 
speed; the touring line would have taken 
4.3 sec. at 27 mph. By doing all the 
right things our heads up cafe racer has 
shaved nearly a full second and come 
out 14 mph faster than the casual tourer 
without pressing all that hard. 

What’s he done that’s so right? First, 
tailed off his braking into the approach; 
second, aimed for a late apex which 
allows him to take the third advantage, 
namely getting on the throttle early and 
exiting on an expanding radius. 
Remember Part III and figure what 
good time he'll net at the end of a 
quarter-mile straight. Compared to the 
simple constant radius line, then, he's 
begun his approach about 40 ft. earlier 
and apexed maybe a dozen feet down 
road from the simple geometric apex. 

This leads to a couple of 
oversimplified statements about fast 
cornering. You have to lead your 
corners (lay the machine over earlier 
than would seem right at first glance), 
and a late apex is nearly always essential 
to getting on the throttle earliest and 
exiting on the correct line. 

Let's talk more about leading a 
corner. I'm saying you anticipate the 
corner, making your moves really before 


. your senses tell you it's time. This is 


because from mind to action there are a 
couple of delays involved. First there's 
the average guy’s reaction time: about 
0.3 sec. At 60 ft./sec. that’s 18 feet 
traveled while your mind tells your bod 
to move. Then there’s a given amount of 
time required to make the bike lay over 
(or pick up) and this brings in the idea 
of top hamper. ; 

When bikers talk about top hamper 
they’re trying to put into words the 
kind of resistance a bike has to changes 
in bank as it is laid into a corner and 
picked up in the exit. It’s also a way of 
saying how slow a bike responds to the 
rider’s moves. Or in engineering terms 
it’s a special kind of inertia. What’s 
inertia? 

If you made it through high school 
physics you ought to have at least a 
bonehead idea of what inertia is. It’s 
that property of any physical object to 
resist change in its state of motion. In 
simple terms things at rest tend to stay 
at rest and things in motion tend to 
continue straight on at constant speed, 


_ unless disturbed by an external force. __ 
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Fig. 2--A chart to show the relation between thrust and cornering force when combined. For any given 
thrust there’s a maximum lateral acceleration in cornering which the tire will tolerate and vice versa. 


For linear motion this inertia is directly 
tied to the object’s weight. For rotation 
inertia depends not only on gross weight 
but also how far the weight is from the 
center of rotation. This is why I placed 
some emphasis on the last two diagrams 
in Part IV, saying a heeled over 
motorcycle actually ROTATES about 
the tire contact. So the farther the CG is 
from the ground the greater is the 
machine’s inertia with respect to being 
heeled over. Now you chopper freaks, 
extending the forks and fitting heavy 
sissy bars all raise the CG and increase 
top hamper. If you do these things to 
your motorcycle because you dig it, it’s 
your bag, but realize what you're paying 
for it. 

If one bike has twice as much top 


hamper as another it will take twice as 
long for a given rider to bank it over a 
given amount. The other force which 
resists layover is, of course, the gyro 
action of the bike’ own spinning 
wheels. The faster they’re spinning the 
more inertia the machine will seem to 
have. It will take somewhat longer to 
lay the bike over at 60 mph than it will 
at 45 mph. Let’s say in our example it 
will take our rider a half second to 
crank his 250 over at 60 ft./sec. So in 
his own mind he must lead his corner by 
at least his own reaction time plus the 
bike’s reaction time. Or he must 
anticipate this particular corner by at 
least 48 feet or he won’t be able to 
make his apex; he’ll run out of road. 
Now it’s time to really bear down on

what top hamper does to your cornering 
by looking at that same ess curve we 
analyzed in Part III (see Figs. 3 and 4). 
In our simple example we assumed to 
make it easy the bike could be flipped 
from full right bank to full left 
instantaneously. This ain’t so. We'll say 
our example 250 takes 0.6 sec. to 
reverse its field at the 36.6 ft./sec. he’s 
traveling. In distance this is 22 feet. 
Now I'll define that point I’ve called 
“p” in Fig. 3. It’s what engineers call an 
“inflection point.” That's a point where 
a curved line changes curvature from 
right to left or vice versa. Now if a rider 
decides to reverse the bank of his 
machine at p, the geometric inflection 
point of the ess itself, his actual 
inflection point, p’ (read: “p - prime”), 





will be considerably down road and he 
won't be fully committed to the second 
half of the ess until he’s 22 feet down 
road from the original point p. This 
hurts, since (dashed line) it runs him 
right out of road. This will happen to 
anybody who fails to lead or anticipate 
any corner. So in Fig. 4 we show how 
rider B, mounted on the 250, tightens 
his entry line to 53’ radius in 
anticipation of the change of line. This 
puts him in the right spot, pointed in 
the right direction to begin picking the 
bike up from the first curve 11 feet 
before the midway point and leave on a 
55’ radius. Now rider A comes in on a 
big heavy multi with twice as much top 
hamper. It will take 44 feet instead of 
22 feet to reverse its bank, but at least 
the rider is aware of it. He has to tighten 
his line to 50’ and begin picking the 
machine up 22 feet in advance of the 
esses’ midpoint. Forty-four feet down 
road he’ll be committed to the 
lefthander and can speed up. What’s the 
difference? 

This means an ET of 6.21 sec. for the 
250 and 6.4 sec. for the bigger, heavier 
bike. Hey, hey, hey. This means the 
bike with the lowest CG and the least 
top hamper is always going to be faster 
through the tight wiggly bits, no matter 
how hard the rider of a more top heavy 
machine may try to keep up. In the 
quick breaking changeup series of curves 
with few straights, like you find in the 
foothills of the prettier parts of the 
country, a good man on a 175cc or 
250cc single can go as fast or faster than 
any other machine, two or four 
wheeled. . 

That’s the beauty of cafe road racing. 
Given a quick, responsive motorcycle 
and a quick, decisive mind you as a rider 
can have more fun than a barrel of 
demented monkeys on many common 
kinds of back roads without doing 
violence to the laws of nature or of 
man. There are so many kinds of 
corners out there in the world, so many 
different approaches. I’ve only touched 
on a few of the theories and a few of 
the simple tricks of the cafe road racer. 
I’ve barely scratched the surface. 

The greatest part of going fast, 
safely, still lies in the individual 
experiences, reflexes and feelings of 
each rider on his own familiar machine. 
Again I say: This is why we slipstick 
engineers can do little more than scratch 
the surface. This is why it will never 
cease to be fun.

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The biggest Pursang made quite a splash in cross-country test riding.

What better way could an avid, 
pile-the boots-leathers-helmet-etc,-into- 
the-van Cycle News staffer spend his 
Christmas vacation than astride a shiny 
new Bultaco 350 Pursang? As far as this 
one is concerned, no better way. Since 
John’s Racing Cycles was courteous 
enough to fill the major part of the 
requirements (i.e., one new Bultaco), it 
was off to the Dunes and Saddleback 
for holiday fun and frolic. 

As a veteran Bultaco rider, 
I immediately felt at home on the 
Spanish-bred big-incher. Controls 
seemed perfectly, placed and its 
low-to-the-ground stance allowed my 
worn out boot soles to lie perfectly flat 
with my knees well bent. Gives you a 
clue as to why you can really lay these 
things over in the turns, huh? The seat 
was pure Bultaco; not real well padded, 
but adequate. 

Starting the machine was never 
predictable. Some instances it fired first 
or second kick but other times it was 
kick, kick, kick, and then give it the old 
bump-a-roo. Don’t fret, that’s Bultaco

Malcolm Smith's K&N, 1689 La 
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all the way. Once underway, snicking 
through the gears was effortless with or 
without the clutch. I immediately 
discovered lots of low end torque, One 
thing was absent however: excessive 
noise, That huge, ugly silver thing they 
call a silencer works well, but from what 
we’ve heard ‘it claims a few ponies in the 
process, 

The stock Betor shocks and forks are 
some of the best around, but have a 
flaw that I will go into later. Frame 
geometry is identical. to its 250 
brother’s but is beefed in the important 
stress areas. The wheelbase is a stout 
55.9 inches, a definite plus in the 
handling department. Pirelli tires fitted 
to Akront wheels came standard and 
wear as well as any other brand. Weight 
is claimed at 225 pounds with no gas 
which is equal to or below most of the 
other Open class bikes, 

Out on the track throttle response 
was even and controllable. It definitely 
isn’t one of those monsters that when 
you twist the handle, you count to one 
and hold on for dear life. Tracking was 
pure heaven over even the cobbiest of 
whoops. The low end power is 
awesomely present when exiting 
corners. First and second gears give you 
all you need to start the rapid run to the 
next corner, With all that torque and 
five speeds you would imagine it would 
pull just as strongly in the higher gears. 
Not so, It runs out of poop in the upper 
gears. Our only explanation for this is 
that even though it’s an Open class bike, 
it is on_the short side of cc’s. It is 
326.03cc to be exact. Compared to the 
other brands on the market, it is 
considerably smaller than most. No 
matter how you cut it, displacement 
counts. 

Saddleback’s MX course, in its 
cobby, hard-packed weekday condition, 
magnified the Pursang’s two major weak 
spots. This year the Bul’s front forks 
have developed a widely known 
problem — topping. Bouncing around 
on the ruts and asphalt-like terrain made 
the forks top out constantly. We’ve 
heard about this problem before but 
never imagined it to be as bad as we 
discovered, In some instances, we felt 
the forks would actually pull out of 
their tubes it topped so badly. 

Back in the pits we toyed with them 
and discovered that there was a great 
amount of air pressure built up within 
the forks. By removing the air screw at 
the top of each fork, the trapped air was 
allowed to escape. Back on the course, 
the forks acted more normal until the 
pressure built up again. Each time the 
air was released the forks would resume 
normal operation, It seems that 
somehow the factory made the internal 
springs for the forks too long. A service 
memo to all their dealers has been 
circulated instructing them to cut one 
turn off of each spring. That seems to 
solve the problem. 

The second weak point we 
discovered is one we found about six 
months ago when we tested the 125

Bultaco Pursang. The famous 
any-vibration-and-they-crack fenders. 
The so-called unbreakable fenders Spain 
makes aren’t as good as a rain-soaked 
soggy Cycle News for durability. By all 
means allow yourself enough extra 
money, if you purchase a Pursang, for a 
set of Pettys or the like, 

You're wondering why I haven’t 
gotten into the engine and tranny yet, 
huh? Well, now’s the time but it won’t 
take long since other than a change in 
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head-barrel design to allow more cooling 
through different finning and a dual 
plug-coil combination, it hasn’t changed 
all that much. Little refinements have 
been made in the basic design to make it 
run smoother, better, and longer. The 
lower end is different than the 250’s. 
The gear box is as smooth and solid as 
ever. We didn’t miss one shift during our 
entire period of trailing, playing, or 
mixing it up on the race track. 

The brakes were excellent as there 
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was never a time when the wheels 
couldn't be locked up at will to allow a 
quick stop when you decided you were 
getting into something that was over 
your head. As per an average Bultaco it 
ran dirty. By this we mean that the head 
pipe leaked a little and dirtied the case, 
the forks seals wept a shade, and the 
Amal carb collected lots of dirt. This is 
fairly common to all the Bul’s. One 
other thing we noticed that seemed sort 
of funny is that the head pipe rusted 
very easily. We suspect that the brand of 
paint that the Spanish factory used to 
paint it was of non-heat resistant 
quality. This could be easily cured. 
Although mostly tested on a 
motocross track, the arena for which 
the bike is basically designed (having a 
small capacity gas tank, knobby tires, 
torquey engine, etc.), the Saddleback 
scrambles track was close at hand and 


the Pursang was put through its paces 
there, also. The bike was equally at 
home on the smooth track due to its 
inherent sliding ability and controllable 
power band. 

In retrospect, I definitely feel that in 
the hands of the right tuner, the Bultaco 
350 could be made competitive with the 
other 400’s. In stock trim, however, the 
350 comes a shade short of running 
with its Open class motocross 
competitors. It is a great bike for the 
Novice weekend warrior who would use 
it for a little of everything, but beyond 
that I feel until Bultaco increases its 
engine displacement, it will not satisfy 
the complete Open class buying market. 
It has pretty well taken over the 350 
scrambles class, though who knows 
what market they are really trying to 
capture. Is it yours?

HOUSTON, TEX., Jan. 26, 1973 — The 
1973 Grand National Championship 
circuit began tonight with an upset win 
by privateer Michael Haney of Torrance, 
California.

His 
best previous placing in a National had 
been a fourth at the Peoria TT last 
season. 

Triumph mounted “Iron Mike” had

The flag fell for 
the start of the first heat, and it was 
Dick Mann on a 350 BSA Bantam first 
raced in 1956 into the first turn 
side-by-side with Kenny Roberts on a 
Yamaha and Mike O’Brien on a Bultaco. 
It was a see-saw city for two laps until 
Roberts took to the outside where the 
ruts were smaller and dialed it past 
Mann and into the front never to be 
challenged again.

not make the short track event. 

Except for Roberts on a Yamaha, 
and the Harleys of Rayborn, Sehl, 
Lawwill, and the Brelsford brothers, the 
field was a Triumph slate and it showed 
in the final results as the Birmingham 
concern swept first through fourth 
places. 

In the first heat Roberts had the pole 
and was firmly in first place but the 
pack behind tangled in a first turn 
pile-up. Herschel Keeter missed the turn 
and collided with Greg Hodges, and it 
was bikes and bodies from the turn to 
the jump. The restart got away cleanly 
and Roberts once again stormed into 
the lead and kept it as Mike Kidd and 
Jim Odom finished second and third. 

The second heat put an end to John 
Hateley’s chances for a win this year. A 
tricky starter and an anxious pack of 
racers resulted in a jumped start and 
many riders being sent to the penalty 
line. Among them was Hateley who 
went after much verbal protest. The 
restart saw Mark Brelsford in the lead 
holding off Triumph men Sonny Burres 
and‘ Terry Dorsch. Hateley was back in 
the pack trying to break free when he 
locked bars with another rider on the 
rutted track and both went down, John 
wound up on the bottom of the heap 
and was furious as he literally heaved 
the offending machinery off his legs. He 
restarted but could not finish high 
enough to transfer to a Semi event. 
Brelsford won the heat, his only good 


showing all weekend, Burres was second, 
and Dorsch third. 

Mike Haney showed his speed and a 
portent of things to come in the third 
heat as he won over Randy Scott anda 
charging Eddie Mulder. 

The exciter, though, was Mike Caves 
in a wild pursuit of Don Castro, Caves 
was using every inch of the track as he 
ground off precious seconds of Castro’s 
fourth place position. Coming up to a 
turn he would swing wide, clipping the 
hay bales in a speed killing slide, and 
slice across the apex of the turn, jump 
on the rear of the bike for traction, and 
tuck in until the next turn. Though he 
gained on Castro he could not catch 
him. 

The number two rider in the nation, 
Gary Scott, took the fourth heat with 
Paul Bostrom and Steve DelGarno 
finishing second and third. 

Houston’s own, Darryl Hurst, got a 
solid ovation for his third place finish in 
the second Semi-Main behind David 
Hansen in second and first place man 
Terry Dorsch, 

The man that has won every National 
TT except Houston, Eddie Mulder, 
completely dominated the trophy race 
without ever being approached, much 
less pressed. Don Castro and Tom White 
finished in the second and third slots. 
At the end of the race Mulder sat on his 
bike with his helmet off and looked 
around at the balconies of cheering fans 
and smiled. 
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O’Brien, and that was the way they 
finished. 

The second heat found Gary Scott 
on the pole with Mike Caves, Mike 
Gerald, and Fred Smith rounding out 
the front row. The tension inherent in 
short track caused a jumped start and 
sent three ridérs to the penalty line. On 
the restart it was Scott, Gerald and Fred 
Smith handlebar-to-handlebar through 
the first turn. Smith and Scott pulled a 
short lead on Gerald and as they came 
around, Gerald was almost 
center-punched by Caves 
leaving the course and didn’t see Gerald 
on the outside. Mike lost several places. 
Scott was now in the lead as Smith began 
to fade and Gerald started a wild sliding 
charge to recoup his lost ground. He got 
back to sixth place before time ran out 
and Scott led Joe Brown and Dave 
Hansen to the checker. 

The third heat was worth the price of 
admission to those who came to see 
crashes. Buck Boron held the pole with 
Bart Markel and Rex Beauchamp next 
to him. Ross Downs regulars Teddy 
Poovey and Mike Kidd were in the 
second row. Once more a jumped start 
sent many riders to the penalty line 
leaving only Markel and Beauchamp on 
the front row. The pack exploded away 
from the start into the first turn and a 
terrible pile-up involving the retaining 
wall and ended in a heap. Robert E. 
sustained a broken collar bone and hip 
and almost ended the ‘73 season before 
it began. 

The riders returned to the starting 
line for the third try at getting the heat 
underway. The flagman did his dance 
and they got away but Todd Sloan and 
Rex Beauchamp tangled almost 
immediately as they went down in the 
first turn. 

Sloan was furious and dumped the 
clutch too quickly on his way back to 
the starting line and pulling a straight up 
and down get-off wheelie. The throttle 
stuck wide-open as Sloan looked on 
disgustedly. By this time the crowd was 
all but rolling in the aisles. Seizing: the 
only graceful way out of an 
embarrassing situation, Todd held his 
arms high and bowed to the 
crowd-packed balconies. The laughter 
changed to applause. Eddie Mulder 
came out of the pits and had a few 
words with Sloan that seemed to calm 
him. 

The much delayed heat finally got 
under way on the fourth try. Mike 
Kidd, Dave Aldana, and Bart Markel 


who was 


were side-by-side for two laps until Kidd 
moved out front slightly. Bart could not 


stay with the flying Kidd and faded. 


slowly to fourth place as Buck Boron 
came out of nowhere and challenged 
Aldana and Kidd. The fans were in a 
frenzy as the three riders swapped the 
lead back and forth, In the first turn of 
the next-to-last lap Boron made his 
move and pulled inches ahead of Kidd 
and Aldana and held it till the checker 
fell. Kidd was second with Aldana a 
photo finish third.

+ Hateley pulled off his only win of the 


weekend with Jim Odom a distant 
second. 

In the first semi Mike O’Brien 
jumped into the lead and quickly passed 
Dave Lawson. This left O’Brien. in a 
three way fight for second with Mike 
Haney, the previous night’s winner, and 
Tom White. White nipped past Haney 
and O’Brien to take second. 

In the second semi Fred Smith and 
Dave Aldana went hammer-and-tongs 
for almost the full distance. Smith did 
not give an inch to the blitzing style of 
Aldana as they charged to the checker. 
Down the front straight to the finish 
line they were side-by-side and 
tucked-in as the crowd almost came 
over the railing to get a closer look, 
There was a tension-filled silence as the 
fans waited to hear the official results, 
It was Aldana by the width of a light 
beam and the dome shook with a 
thunderclap ovation. 

The Trophy race had Bart Markel on 
the pole with O’Brien, Tom Horton, Cal 
Rayborn, and Mike Haney rounding out 
the front row.

It was a big deal. It was .on the news 
on television. It was in “all the daily 
newspapérs. “Cyclists O.K. Desert Race 


Settlement,” ran the headline -in -the- 


“Los Angeles Times”, Jan. 25, 1973. 

Chick Diamond, President of El 
Cajon M.C., called a special District 38 
meeting for the purpose of explaining to 
the representatives. exactly what 
happened in Sacramento on Tuesday, 
January 24 and what the results of that 
meeting meant to the future of desert 
racing. 

The question resting on the shoulders 
of Chick Diamond was basically ‘Shall 
we win this battle and lose the war?” If 
El Cajon M.C. did allow the case to go 
to court and they won, would not the 
BLM be forced into a position of really 
clamping down on off-road vehicles due 
to pressure from special interest groups. 

Gene Wirwahn, attorney for the 
AMA; Jan Ronis, El Cajon’s attorney; 
Ron Sloan, District 37's own very sharp 
arbitrator; and Mike Hinshaw, our local 
AMA rep, met with D-37 Board of 
Directors on’ Monday, January 23. 
(Sloan and Hinshaw are members of the 
Board of Diregtors.)

place to ride 
for several thousands desert racers to 
have an AMA membership card. 

Desert racers bought AMA cards last 
year to the tune of $50,000. The AMA 
does not want to lose that source of 
income, nor do they wish to lose those 
members. So it is in the best interest of 
the AMA to keep the desert open. 
Instructions from Westerville were to do 
what was necessary to make a fair 
settlement for all concerned. The AMA 
has had Gene Wirwahn back and forth

the BLM. 

At the Board of Directors meeting 
the facts were examined thoroughly. 
There are fighters on our board and you 
can bet the discussion got pretty heated. 

Does the U.S. Department of the 
Interior, Bureau of Land Management, 
have the right to charge us a fee for use 
of public land? The law is not clear, but 
has been interpreted that they do 
indeed have the right to charge us, Is it 
constitutional? That is a whole new can 
of worms. The fact is that our attorneys 
(Wirwahn and Ronis) felt that our 
position was not strong enough to test 
the question at this time and that by 
going to court El Cajon M.C. stood to 
lose not only the $10,000 plus damages 
the BLM allegated but also the right to 
ever throw another race on public land, 
at the same time losing that right for all 
of us. 

The decision of District 37’s Board 
of Directors was that we should fall 
back and regroup. They recommended 
that El Cajon M.C., “Effect a positive 
compromise.” 

The hole in El Cajon's case was the 
seven miles of “virgin” territory. The 
race was to have been run on an old 
course which had previously been 
approved by the BLM, but, as 
sometimes happens when a desert race 
is laid out, they got off their intended 
course and ran over land which had not 
been used before, That is the area which 
the BLM alleges was damaged. 

* BLM has called in a professor from 
the University of California who states 
that the desert varnish in that area of 
virgin ground was damaged and that it 
would be 25 years before the damage 
restored itself, and due to the slight 
rainfall in the area it might never be 
restored, 

There is also a matter of some 27 
pucker bushes which were uprooted, 
run over or otherwise damaged. Bids

were taken and the BLM is asking for 
$4000 to replant these bushes. 
Ridiculous as this sounds to us, (I 
hoo-hawed and slapped my knees.) it is 
not funny to the Sierra Club and similar 
organizations, 

We are probably as concerned with 
our environment as are any of. the 
ecology nuts. As regards to the desert, I 
am sure we care more than any other 
group. Whether a desert racer has ever 
put it into words or thought, desert 
racing is much more to us than just the 
race, It is a chance to commune with 
nature, to rid our lungs of city smog and 
to shake off the confines of civilization. 
Most of us have gone trailriding on 
Saturday, crested a hill and paused for a 
moment looking out over a desert 
valley, thinking, “Wow, this is really 
neat.” 

If we were not in tune with the 
freedom of the desert we would be 
racing motocross or scrambles. Racing 
and winning are not a matter of the 
type of racing you do. The fact is that 
desert racing is a way of life...not just a 
form of racing. 

None of us would intentionally ride 
our bikes over an Indian burial ground, 
a cactus, a turtle or any other thing we 
knew to be of value: archeological, 
aesthetic, historical or otherwise. We 
love the desert and want to see it 
preserved as nearly natural as possible. 

For that reason we agree that the 
BLM is serving its proper function by 
telling us where these things are and by 
coordinating things so that there aren’t 
two events being run in an area at one 
time. A fee of $10 for supplying maps 
of the area and doing all the paper work 
involved seems reasonable. 

Where we come to-a parting of the 
ways is: 

1) The Bond. As members of District 
37 (or whichever) of the AMA, we are 
required to clean up our course after a 
race, If we don’t, the Sports Committee 
will not let us have another race. That is 
leverage enough, without the U.S. 
government insulting our honesty by 
requiring us to sign over our homes as 
security. 

2) Insurance. We object to having to 
buy liability insurance for the federal 
government. If they are afraid of being 
sued they should get their own 
insurance. It is a remote possiblity that 
a wandering rockhound would get hit 
by a bike, but we can’t see where the 
club should be asked to prevent the 
government from being sued. If the 
rockhound or hiker-(or whatever) had 
filed for a permit to be out walking 
around in the desert he would have 
known about the race and been told to 
go elsewhere. You see how silly these 
things can get. 

3) Land use fee. We do not feel that 
it is right to charge us to use land which 
is ours. Nobody else has to pay to use 
the land. It is foolish to say that the 
BLM is going to charge everybody. 
There is no way on this earth that such 
a fee could be collected. If your club 
wanted to go out and have a field meet 
every weekend, as long as it was not 
publicized, how would the BLM find 
you? They would need literally 
thousands of desert rangers, county 
sheriffs, etc. to enforce an “everybody 
pays” law. 

Sure, they can do a scare job like the 
Califomia DMV is attempting right now 
with their green stickie law, but in 
reality, the odds against them catching 
the riders is pretty remote, helicopters 
notwithstanding, and the cost of 
enforcing such law, hiring the personnel 
and buying helicopters, would bankrupt 
the state. Their only hope is to terrorize 
individual riders into complying by 
saying, “Yes, but if you are one of the 
unlucky ones to get caught...” and so 
most of us take the easy course, paying 
our dollar per head or buying the green 
stickie, because fighting is too hard and 
too costly. 

It was with these ideas in mind that 
El Cajon M.C. threw their race, not 
filing for a permit, not paying any fees 
and not signing for any bonds, 

Based on the recommendations of 
the District 37 Board of Directors, Jan 
Ronis, Gene Wirwahn, Mike Hinshaw 
and Ron Sloan, Chick Diamond agreed 
to settle with the BLM.

PEACE WITH HONOR — El 
Cajon Style 

About two months ago the El Cajon 
Motorcycle Club sponsored a Hare 
Scrambles in the desert not far from San 
Diego. They did not obtain a BLM 
permit, and did not pay the fees 
demanded by the BLM. The BLM tried 
in vain to stop them from putting on 
the race. They sought injunctions in two 
courts and were denied. They then sent 
their staff down to observe proceedings 
with the intent of filing suit against the 
club after the race was held. The club, 
believing that the fees asked were 
unjust, stood ready to fight the suit. 

On the surface, this looked like an 
ideal test case, but in fact it was not. 
Muddying the waters was the fact that 
the club had chosen a less-than-ideal site 
for the race. They rode over some virgin 
territory of unknown archeological and 
ecological value and passed very near 


some quite valuable known 
archeological sites. Seizing on this 
unhappy situation, the BLM made 


known their intention of filing suit not 
only for the missing fees but also for 
alleged damage to the desert. They 
made an extensive survey and found 
that indeed there had been some 
damage. (So they said anyway). The 
damage amounted in their estimation to 
about $10,500 worth. They intended to 
sue the club for this amount, and were 
holding responsible not only the club as 
an organization but also their individual 
members. 

Since the BLM fees and regulations 
have rankled most motorcyclists in 


- Southern California, the response to El 


Cajon’s problem was strong and 
immediate, People and organizations 
started raising and sending money. To 
date the club has received something on 
the order of $3,000 in donations and a 
race has been held as a benefit for them. 
This race probably netted an additional 
$3,000 for them. All this happened 
before suit was even filed. 

The AMA became involved, sending 
their new legislative analyst, Gene 
Wirwahn to California to help. Wirwahn 
met with all the people involved 
including the National Director of the 
BLM, Russ Penney, Del Vail, and the 
members of the El Cajon club, He then 
came to the District 37 meeting and 
reported his findings. It was quite clear 
that he did not like the situation. He 
said, “What scares me is two things. 
One, if the BLM sues, and they prove, 
for example, $10,000 worth of damage 
to the desert, by the El Cajon Club 
which had 220 entries. Well, if we get 
that kind of precident set, that 220 
entries can cause $10,000 worth of 
damage, to a 25 mile loop of desert, I 
don't think it takes very much effort to 
figure out what kind of damage could 
be proved by 2500 riders on a 167 mile 
straight run through the desert, maybe a 
million bucks. So there we are off and. 
running. And at that 
environmentalists would really have 
some ammunition. Before they have just 
been able to say “They damage the 
desert,’ and we’ve been able to say ‘No, 
we don’t,’ and its a pretty good 
stand-off. But then (if this suit was 
lost), they would really have some 
ammunition. 

“Two, if the BLM sues, they’re going 
to win either way...” Gene went on to 
describe the BLM’s strategy for getting 
their ‘‘Organic Act” passed, the 
heads-you-lose-tails-I-win, sort of 
maneuvering that I described in my 
column of two weeks ago. In essence, if 
they lose the suit, it proves they don’t 
have enough power to control their 
land, and if they win it shows that 
damage that they can’t control is 
happening, and they need power to stop 
it before it happens. 

Obviously, Wirwahn did not like the 
situation at all. The El Cajon club came 
to share his views for somewhat 
reasons. They saw the 
photographs that the BLM had taken to 
show damage. Some of the photos 
showed motorcycle tracks over a nesting 
area of ground squirrels and showed 
how the bikes’ tires had plugged some 
of the holes. This is real crap. Anyone 
who knows anything about the desert 
knows that those squirrels will be dug 
out before the end of the race, But to 
the armchair environmentalists who 


time the' 





experience the outdoors from the 

comfort of their living rooms and who~ 
just might be in the jury box, this could 

be a cause celebre. “Think of all those 

poor little squirrels being buried alive by 

all those nasty motorcycles!” The club 

felt that the damage to motorcycling 

that could come from the publicity 

could outweigh the whatever good 
might come from the actual case. 

In any event, the BLM offered to 
settle the thing out of court and the 
club accepted. The terms of the 
settlement are essentially that the club 
pay the fees ($220) and they they clean 
up the desert, the alledgedly damaged 
area, The BLM reportedly has agreed to 
negotiate the fee structure, The AMA is 
going to offer a letter of intent, 
essentially guaranteeing clean-up of the 
desert after all sanctioned races, thereby 
freeing the clubs from the necessity of 
furnishing a bond for each race. Also 
the AMA is apparently going to try to 
furnish the third party liability through 
their insurance facility, freeing the clubs 
from the necessity of shopping for 
insurance for each race. It seems that 
the El Cajon club, in its negotiations, 
has gained more from the AMA than it 
did from the BLM. But in any case, it is 
now settled, and there is much 
bitterness over the fact. 


Those clubs and individuals who have 
raised money for the test case feel they 
have been betrayed. The California 
Outdoor Recreation League, which was 
planning to become involved, feels that 
the club acted very unwisely. On the 
face of it, the club has accepted terms 
that it could have had before the race, 
before a lot of people put out a lot of 
effort on their behalf. All they got from 
the BLM was a promise to negotiate, 
which, considering the source, has 
roughly the same merit as the cigarette 
ads which promise a “breath of 
springtime” and eternal romance. 

Morale has certainly been damaged. 
It will be much harder to raise the 
money and enthusiasm for the next 
case. And there will certainly have to be 
a “next case”. 

All things considered, I think the 
decision was probably the correct one. 
This was a very messy case and the 
publicity could have been quite bad. (It 
already has been quite damaging). 

Many of the District 37 people feel 
that they have been “sold out,” that the 
El Cajon club has settled this thing 
“merely” to protect their homes and 
businesses. Even if true, it's not a very 
legitimate bitch. They're a bit like the 
Beverly Hills liberals buying guns for 
black revolutionaries and them 
complaining when the Blacks don't use 
them (and get them selves killed in the 
process). There’s quite a difference 
between donating your pocket change 
and pulling the trigger. 

The club is undoubedly at fault in 
one respect: they didn’t think before 
they acted, Here, I think, is the most 
valuable thing to come out of this 
fiasco. Sooner or later we are going to 
have to stand and fight if we are going 
to continue to ride on open land 
without harrassment from would-be 
tyrants. But the next time, let’s plan it 
and give ourselves the benefit of 
favorable terrain and_ publicity. 
Spur-of-the-moment actions against a 
well-organized and well-financed enemy 
don’t get it. ` 
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The AMA 
Is Stuck 
in the 
Dark 
Ages

If the business of motor sports in the 
U.S. sometimes seems to be mired 
somewhere in the 19th Century, the 
governing body of professional 
motorcycle racing, the American 
Motorcycle Association, is stuck in the 
Dark Ages. 

The AMA is trying to upgrade the 
sport’s image with the public, but the 
image of itself it projects with the 
sport’s insiders is that of an amateurish, 
laissez-faire group that can be termed an 
“organization” only in the loosest sense. 

Last Saturday night, more than 100 
professional riders showed at the Cow 
Palace for the fourth and final race on 
the arena’s indoor racing series. 

Only 57 riders competed, however. 
The rest were denied a chance to enter 
because the AMA had failed to get their 
1973 competition licenses in the mail. 

Promoters of races around the 
country swap stories of being kept 
hanging by the AMA on crucial matters 
such as scheduling and entry lists while 
the projected race dates drew closer and 
closer. 

Part of the AMA’s problem is that it 
tries to serve the needs not only of 
professional motorcycle racers, but also 
of amateur racers and non-competitors. 

Every other major racing body in the 
nation devotes itself exclusively to 
competition, leaving the street-oriented 
enthusiasts to other organizations. 

* * * * * 


The American Automobile 
Association tried to handle the double 
role of auto service agency and racing 
organizer two decades ago and found its 
racing faction bolting to form what is 
known now as the U.S. Auto Club. 

The AMA might well find its 
professional racers doing the same thing, 
except that nobody among the cycle 
racing ranks seems to have the ambition- 
or the authority to lead that kind of a 
revolt. 

With its obvious mistakes over the 
years, the AMA has become a looming 
target for criticism from racers and the 
motoring press. > 

One of the latest of these blasts came 
last week from a racing writer here who 
knocked the AMA for lifting its new 
regulation that would have required 
lightweight road racing bikes to carry 
mufflers. 

Ironically, this was one case where 
the AMA made an amazingly logical 
move. If the writer had checked with 
racers he'd have discovered that 
mufflers, especially on road racing 
machines, can greatly restrict the 
performance of certain engines. 

The two-stroke engines of the 
Yamahas which dominate the class 
aren’t affected as some of the less 
popular four-stroke models are. 

In the last year, several West Coast 
racers have spent thousands of dollars 
developing Honda four-stroke engines 
which will make that model competitive 
with the Yamahas. The muffler rule 
would have sunk those efforts, 

The AMA still requires . that 
professional short track, novice dirt 
track and professional motocross bikes 
be muffled, and that’s a good idea. 

Those events are held in confined 
areas where the noise can drive 
spectators right out of the gates and 
neighbors straight up the walls. But road 
racing takes place on unconfined, 
open-air areas spread over hundreds of 
acres.

BSA's Speedway Engine Proje ct ==... 


. The British Speedway Promoters’ 
Association have applauded 
development work which is being 
carried on by BSA Engineering Ltd. 
with the aim of producing a British 
engine for speedway machines. 

Last year the association chairman, 
Coventry promoter Charles Ochiltree, 
asked BSA to look into the possibilities 
and he is well pleased with the results to 
date. 

“They have moved very speedily and 
are now at the stage where it should be 
possible to start track testing by early 
March” he said. “At that stage Coventry 

-and international star Tony Lomas 
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(formerly a Triumph tester) will be 
standing by”. 

Emphasizing that their interest in the 
project was confined to the possible 
manufacture of power units, BSA 
Engineering have revealed that 
development work so far has 
necessitated building a complete 
machine — a fact which probably gave 
rise to rumours that they intended to 
produce speedway bikes. 

“We are using engine production 
facilities and know-how, which already 
form an important part of BSA 
Engineering’s capacity, with an existing 
engine as the basis of the project,” said 
director and general manager Ken 
Strangward. “We have no intention of 
manufacturing frames or cycle parts for 
speedway machines — an area which is 
already well-served by many individuals 
and companies,” he added. 

The engine which is being used is the 
B50 four stroke Gold Star moto-cross 
unit. The developed version currently 
undergoing tests has a bore capacity of 
84 x 90mm and 14:1 compression ratio. 
Piston, carburetor and electronic 
ignition system have all been specially 
developed for this project. The oiling 
system is a standard dry sump unit 
adapted from the Gold Star design.

Boocock won the race but could hardly 
stand when he returned to the pits. 

Once again it was stand-in Aussie 
skipper, John Boulger, who did the 
most damage against the Lions and 
ensured the win for Australia. Boulger 
scored 15 (paid 17) points, suffering 
only one defeat by the opposition. That 
was ‘at the hands of the rampant 
Boocock in the second half.

Surprisingly Pusey top scored with 
14 hard-fought points. Boocock scored 
seven...and that was their lot. The rest 
of the Lions languished lamentably. 
Australia by comparison, ran riot. 
The team consisted of only two 
interstate riders — Boulger (South 
Australia) and Bob Valentine (NSW) — 
and five Queenslanders who really knew 
the fastest way around their hom track. 
They pulverised the British challenge 
before it got off the ground.

transporter: the trick van. In the last 
year or two, yet another way to get 
you, your bike, gear, cooler and honey 
to the track or trailing area has emerged 
on the West Coast. The mini-truck is 
now definitely part of the bike scene. 
The Japanese imports, with under two 
liter engines for the most part and 
half-ton carrying capacity like the big 
pickups, provide a nice alternative to 
the truck freak that can’t sink $6000 in 
the van of his dreams. (That’s about 
what one example priced out to.) Let’s 
face it, six grand is really a case of 
financial overkill if you are just looking 
for reliable transportation and a way to 
haul your scooter from garage to pits. 

Why the boom in mini-trucks? Three 
reasons come to mind: they're 
inexpensive to buy; they can be made to 
reflect the owner's personality 'as well as 
a van with reversed mag wheels, big 
tires, etc.; and they have proven reliable 
in operation. Maybe you can think of 
some more good reasons for the 
mini-truck boom, besides some heavy 
advertising. 

Toyo Kogyo is a giant Japanese 
manufacturer of engines and 
automobiles. They build the Courier for 
Ford, the Toyota pickup for Toyota 
and, what is primarily their own brand, 
Mazda. They were first to license the 
NSU Wankel rotary engine for 
production and are generally pretty 
innovative for an industrial giant. 

The three mini-trucks mentioned 
above are very close to each other in all 
respects. Differences are on the level of 
the little chrome nameplates and ‘the 
shape of the taillights. They’re all out of 
the same mold. We took a look at the 
original, the Mazda, as a way of hauling 
you and your gear. We’ll leave out stuff 
like style; you like it stark or you don’t. 


LIKES 

There is room in the bed of the 
Mazda pickup for a long wheelbase 
street machine or three small dirt bikes 
or two mid- to large-size off-road 
machines. You can fit a cooler, boots, 
tools and helmet bags in the back along 
with your scooters, The four-cylinder 
overhead cam conventional piston 
1600cc Mazda engine seemed to 
produce quite enough power and a 
surprising amount: of low rev’s torque 
for pulling all that gear around.

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gets going smartly and will wind out in 
all of the bottom three gears. We beata 
Porsche in a stop light drag race and the 
poor guy pulled off at the next 
intersection. Out of embarrassment? 
Wait ‘til the rotary finds its way into the 
pickup. 

The Mazda also 
handling and flat, stable cornering 
ability. In the power, response and 
handling departments it is reminscent of 
a small British sports car. Except it is a 
lot quieter...at all speeds. The truck also 
features damn close to 360 degree 
visibility. There are hardly any blind 
spots with the big glass, narrow post 
construction philosophy. It is very easy 
to get into the Mazda and drive it 
comfortably the first time out. The 
comfort extends to the driver’s body as 
well as mind. The firm bench seat is just 
that: firm and not hard. Lumbar 
support (that’s the small of your back) 
is excellent, even with no apparent 
curves or extra padding in the 
upholstery. 

The thing is great fun to drive for 
just about anybody. Male, female, 
leadfoot, or around-town plonker all 
came to like the “Jap truck” as it was 
irreverently termed. Plans about the 
next vehicle purchased being a Mazda 
truck were muttered from time to time. 
It even has a more complete tool kit 
than most U.S. buyers are used to 
seeing. 

Safety is taken into consideration 
without being obnoxious. The shoulder 
harness-type seat belts are unobtrusive 
and invite use. The lights are good. It’s 
not possible to overdrive them at legal 
highway limits and then some. All 
instruments are easy to reach and 
operate, though some of the controls 
take adapting to. For instance, the 
high-low beam, blinkers and windshield 
wash and wipe are all on a stalk on the 
left of the steering column. The only 
complaint is on the high-low beam 
switch. We stomped to the left of the 
clutch pedal a few times in the first 
week of driving. Heater, blower and 
radio all work well. Just like they’re 
supposed to.

United States Dept of Interior (BLM) Official Release 


Damage Settlement 


The U.S: Bureau of Land 
Management, the El Cajon Valley 
Motorcycle Club and the American 
Motorcycle Association today 
announced agreement on the settlement 
of damages resulting from an 
unauthorized race by the club on BLM 
lands. The agreement was announced 

-~ jointly by J. R. Penny, BLM California 
State Director; Chick Dimond, president 
of the El Cajon Valley Motorcycle Club; 
and officials of the American 
Motorcycle Association. 

The club agreed: 

—To pay the required recreation use 
fee of $224 for the race held on public 
lands in the Yuha Desert west of El 
Centro on December 3, 1972. 

—To rehabilitate the desert surface 
on lands that were damaged by the race 
to the satisfaction of the Riverside 
District Manager of the BLM. 

—To comply with the BLM special 
land use permit requirements in future 
races as a condition of the club’s bing 
restored to good standing. 

The BLM California State Office 
agreed: 

—Not to bring suit against the club, 
District 38 of the American Motorcycle 
Association, `or the American 
Motorcycle Association for the use fees 
and damage to the land and resources 
for the December 3 race. 

—To restore the club to good 
standing for future races on public 
domain lands under the Bureau's 
jurisdiction. 

The BLM had been preparing to file 
suit against the club in the wake of the 
race which was run on a 20-mile course 
near Plaster City. The racing 
motorcycles cut some eight miles of 
new trail, a total of about nine acres, in 
previously undisturbed areas covered by 
a thin crust known as desert pavement. 

The BLM, lacking arrest and citation 
authority to enforce its off-road vehicle 
regulations, had sought a temporary 
restraining order in federal court to 
prohibit the race but was unsuccessful. 

The race had been sanctioned by the 
American Motorcycle Association, 
which subsequently was instrumental in

negotiations which led to the 
settlement. 

The BLM’s interim procedures for 
organized off-road vehicle events in 
California were issued last summer in 
response to President Nixon’s 
Executive Order (E.O. 11644) 
mandating management of off-road 
vehicles on the public lands. They require 
that events involving more than 25 
vehicles competing on a defined course 
obtain a special land use permit. Other 
permit conditions provide for payment 
of a recreation use fee, liability 
insurance, a performance bond or other 
security to insure cleanup and repair of 
any damage, and stipulations to provide 
for protection of the environment and 
public health and safety. 

The interim procedures will remain 
in effect June 30, 1973, or until the 
Department of the Interior issues 
regulations to implement the executive 
order on off-road vehicles,

through sweepers. The rear suspension is 
very, very stiff. The traditional 
suspension of equal length “A” arms 
and coil springs up front and 
semi-elliptical leaf springs with 45 
degree-angled shocks at the rear will 
pound you in the butt unless there’s a 
load in the rear of the truck, The feel is 
as if overload springs were in operation 
constantly. With 2-400 pounds in the 
bed, the ride is just right. 

The instruments, unfortunately, 
‘cater to mass tastes in the form of idiot 
lights. Dial gauges would be preferable 
for temperature, oil pressure, and 
ammeter. The radio does not go off 
with the key, which presents the 
possibility of leaving it on indefinitely if 
you turn it down to sign in at the gate 
of your local track. 

The clutch engaged with a noticeable 
jerk no matter how smoothly it was let 
out in first. The bump became gradually 
less apparent going into second, third 
and fourth, where it practically 
disappeared. The brakes were also quite 
grabby initially but seemed to get more 
progressive as miles were put on the 
truck. Stopping power when standing 
on the pedal was good, even with two 
bikes and gear in back, but the feel to 
the point of locking up was not there. 

More storage space up front would 
give you someplace to keep your 
helmets locked when you stop for 
coffee or beers on the way home, 
Flipping up the seat to get to the jack 
and tool kit is really a two man 
operation as you have to release catches 
on both sides simultaneously. This 
could get to be a drag when you’re 
changing a tire on a rainy night. 

Mileage was not spectacular but was 
still a lot better than the big vans. We 
averaged 20.8 MPG through two tanks 
of gas. Another five gallons capacity to 
the claimed 11.7 gal. tank would be

good for those long rides out to the 
desert or down to Baja. A rear bumper 
would save some dings. 


OVERALL 

The Mazda 1600 is fun to drive and 
it performs all of its utility roles quite 
adequately, Off-road handling is good, 
due in some part to the light weight of 
the truck and the ability to steer with 
the throttle. The engine will pull from 
down low, like even a mini-truck 
should. Very little is skimped on; even 
the radio is good quality Japanese 
electronics. The best part may be the 
price, At a recommended $2195, it's the 
cheapest way to go when you’re looking 
for something to carry your bike. It 
even has racing stripes on the sides.

they have agreed to “restore the 
questioned area to original condition.” 

In return, J. Russell Penney has 
agreed to reopen negotiations. Burton 
Stanley, Solicitor for the Bureau of 
Land Management, agreed to check 
further into the necessity of insurance. 
AMA has again offered to buy the bond 
for the clubs and although the BLM 
flatly refused to consider this 
proposition in the past, they have 
apparently now decided that the AMA’s 
bond is good enough. They don’t need a 
personal commitment from each club as 
our rules already require us to clean our 
courses after a race. 

The land use fee is once again open 
for negotiation. It was a closed matter. 
We had to pay the dollar or else. But 
there is hope now that the fee will be 
reduced, 

BLM, under law, is ordered to charge 
an equitable fee for the “fair market 
value of the recreational use of the 
land.” They arrived at the dollar figure 
somewhat arbitrarily, by finding out 
what profit-making concerns were 
charging for similar activities. We still do 
not agree that we should have to pay 
anything at all. But the door is no 
longer closed to us. They have agreed to 
talk again. 

The El Cajon/BLM war has ended in 
a draw. El Cajon is paying the dollar and 
raking over the tire tracks. But BLM has 
conceded that they will honestly sit 
down with us again and try to work out 
our problems and complaints. 
Negotiations will continue. Whether you 
realize it or not, this is a real victory for 
motorcyclists, all motorcyclists, for 
California is closely watched by the 
balance of the nation and usually, we 
are copied. 

Hopefully we can now go in and 
reason with Mr. Penney. The battle did 
not end the way we would have liked; it 
even sounds like we gave up. But this is 
not the end: it is thè beginning. BLM 
has agreed to work with us and the 
feeling is that they are sincere. If not, 
we will have a war.

these New Study areas are in the 
National Forests of California and are 
located in 12 Forests; they encompass 
almost 1.5 million acres.” 

Secretary of Agriculture Earl Butz 
and Chief of the Forest Service, John R. 
McGuire in Washington, D.C., Thursday, 
January 18th, disclosed the national list 
of study areas. The actual study on the 
areas selected will not begin until 1974. 

Leisz noted that the Forest Service 
had held public meetings in Pasadena, 
Fresno, Oakland, Sacramento, Redding 
and Eureka during the late spring of 
1972 to solicit public comment on 120 
areas that were inventoried. He said, 
“the 900 oral statements and more than 
4,000 written comments from the 
public on the roadless area review were 
considered in recommending to the 
Chief of the Forest Service in 
Washington, D.C., what areas should be 
selected for study.” He noted, the 16 
areas tentatively selected in California 
and the remaining Undeveloped-Road- 
less areas that were not selected for 
study can still be commented on by the 
public. Interested persons should write 


to the Chief of the Forest Service within 
90 days. 

The Forest Service’s national survey 
of Undeveloped-Unroaded areas in the 
National Forests has been underway 
since the mid 1960’s and originally 
involved 1,448 different undeveloped 
areas, The Secretary of Agriculture and 
the Chief identified 235 areas covering 
11 million acres. 

A drift environmental statement 
covering the selection of the 235 
proposed areas can be obtained from 
the National Technical Information 
Service, Port Royal Road, Springfield, 
Va. 22151. 

On copy of the Draft Environmental 
Statement on the Undeveloped Areas is 
available for review in Room 531 of the 
California Regional Office of the Forest 
Service at 630 Sansome Street, San 
Francisco. 

A pamphlet entitled, “Proposed New 
Wilderness Study Areas,” gives the 
background and highlights of the impact 
statement, and will be available free of 
charge after February 15th from the 
Forest Service in San Francisco.

FROM BRIGGO: Barry Briggs Writes 


CAPISTRANO BEACH, CAL., Jan. 1973 — As you-can see, I am writing this note 
from here in'California, where I have spent the last month with my wife and 
children, getting away from the racing scene and building myself up to 100% fitness 
to start my racing for 1973. I leave next week to go to New Zealand where we have 
an International Test Match Series — New Zealand versus the touring English Lions 
Team, who are at present enjoying some success in Australia, With Ivan Mauger and 
Ronnie Moore in our team, we must stand a very good chance of winning the Series, 
but I know the English lads will be out to put it over us in our own country, I will be 
dropping Cycle News readers an account of the Series together with some 
photographs. 

After the New Zealand Tour, it’s back to Daytona for meetings during the 
Daytona Speed Week; there are three meetings during the week with the big Final on 
the Sunday evening after the Daytona 200. This series in Florida is being run by Paul 
Goldsmith whose name you will of course recognize as being an ex car-racer — 
although Harry Oxley is going down to lend his expertise in the preparation of the 
track and the complete running of the programme. The track I believe, is around 440 
yards and will give the American boys a real good chance to have a test to see how 
they run against Ivan and myself — especially Scott Autrey.and Sumner McKnight 
who are anticipating going to England this year to ride for Wimbledon and Swindon 
respectively. 

These meetings could open a whole new dimension for speedway racing on the 
East Coast, because I don’t think I have raced in front of a more enthusiastic crowd 
than at the Daytona short tracks, which I will also be having a go at again this year — 
My friends at A & A Motors, Redwood City are at present fitting a 360cc Yamaha 
into my old chassis and it should really be a great bike with the extra capacity, 
especially after my disastrous short track racing last year here in America...when I 
tried to participate on a standard AMA setup motorcycle which did not work for my 
style of riding. 

Daytona was also going to be a big time for me because I had purchased a 
water-cooled Yamaha which Barry Sheene, the Londnon Cockney Kid had agreed to 
ride for me, but a couple of days after agreeing all this, Barry was signed on by 
Suzuki for 1973. It may have been a blessing in disguise, as in Daytona Week | will be 
racing five nights out of six, so I don’t think I would have had sufficient time to have 
helped Barry. 

I have done a lot of riding since I have been over here, especially at Bruce Brown’s 
Ranch, and at long last I can just about make it up every fire break in the area — it 
certainly took a long time to do this and all the Dana Point racers were glowing 
inside to see Briggo crashing in all different manners and really battling. I’ve also 
done a couple of trips to Baja — one with Bruce and Captain Jack (an airline pilot) 
on which we became horribly lost and spent five hours in the desert with no lights 
after dark trying to find our way to San Felipe. In retrospect it was a lot of fun. 
Bruce may be able to make good films but his navigation leaves a lot to be desired, 
and I hope Captain Jack’s directions in the sky are better, or there’s going to be a lot 
of disgruntled passengers arriving in foreign parts. 

After visiting Yamaha to finalize my plans for Daytona and (if the 360cc is 
successful) Santa Fe in August — I was most impressed with Yamaha’s racing policy 
for 1973. After seeing the beautifully prepared machines’ (by Shell Motors) for 
Kenny Roberts and Don Castro, I think it’s going to take a very big effort by other 
riders or factory teams to beat these super-prepared Yamahas. Despite a lot of bad 
press that Pete Schick ‘has had in the last six months on his handling of the racing 
team, I personally feel that his hard line handling of the Yamaha racing affairs will at 
last pay dividends in the 1973 season, Anyhow, time will tell.

© -MORE BIGGER REED VALVES

Its been a point of consternation for sometime now, on just how to get more 
power from the 125 and 175 Yamaha reed valve singles. The reeds produce a given 
amount of power, but are harder than heck to work around. They restrict the intake} 
flow and thereby restrict horsepower coming out. 

The solution to the problem by Noguchi (famous for screaming 125s) was to us 
the reed assembly from the RD 350 twin. That was nice and all, but you couldn’t go 
out and buy a RD 350 reed block. Noguchi got some special preference. 

Now you can buy the 350 reed block and the road is open for making your 125 o 
175 a screamer too, The particular pieces are available and the only thing needed to 
bolt the pieces on is a spacer. 

Being, as usual, on top of things, Dale Herbrandson (DH Enterprises) has got the 
spacer for you. With Dale’s spacer, and Yamaha parts: reed assembly 
(345-1361D-70), carb adapter (345-13565-71), hex bolt (91104-06035), and two 
gaskets (914-13621-01) you have new and thrilling power. The spacer is four dollars 
or all the pieces are about $29.00, from DH Ent., 1605 Lyngrove Dr., Manhattan 
Beach, Cal. 90266. 

By now it probably sounds like we’re selling out to Dale Herbrandson. It just isn’t 
true. He makes neat things and he lets us know about them. Besides that, Bazooka 
Pete’s Triumph doesn’t have one reed valve in it.
